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= HISTORY OF THE 


Geologists claim that the Ozark Mountains are the 
oldest range of mountains and highlands on this Con- 
tinent. Their early history is mixed with Tradition 
and Folklore. 


Many stories have been told as to how the Ozark Moun- 
tains received their name. It is recorded in history, 
however, that Hernando DeSoto was probably the first 
European to travel this region. He landed at Tampa 
Bay, Florida in May, 1539. In 1541 he crossed the 
Mississippi River at New Madrid and marched to the 
highlands of the White River. 


During the mid-1700’s there was a trading post named 
“Aux-arcs” in this region. It is speculated that with 
the coming of the settlers the name “‘Aux-arcs” was 
changed to “Ozarks” in simple English phonetics. 


The settlers that pushed West in the early 1800’s 
passed by the Ozark Mountains. The land was not as 
desirable for farming as that in the prairie sections of 
the Great Plains. However, homesteaders did begin to 
come into the area in significant numbers in the late 
1800's. 


The people that settled the Ozarks were very rugged 
individuals — they had to be to survive. It was very 
rough terrain to travel and had very few settlements of 
any size. Most of the people had to grow all of their 
foods and raise a few cattle for their own use. 


About the turn of the century, a minister-author by the 
name of Harold Bell Wright came into the hills for his 
health. While here he wrote about the people and the 
area. The book was published under the name of ‘The 
Shepherd of the Hills.” Today, outside of the Bible, it 
is the fourth most widely read book in America. 


This book opened the gates for a whole new source of 
income for the Ozarks known as Tourism. People 
started coming into the area to see where the book was 
written and the places and people it was written about. 


There have been many fine points of family entertain- 
ment established in the area to make the Ozarks one of 
the largest and fastest growing family vacation areas in 
the Midwest today.
